One of the attractions of a flat-panel HDTV is the fact that you can hang it on the wall. With a wall mount, you can get rid of your old 
TV stand or entertainment center and reclaim some floor space. The key is to match your new mount to your TV and your lifestyle. 




Select The Right Type Of Mount 

First, think about the basic type of wall mount you'd like. 
For example, there are low-profile offerings. These may not 
provide much adjustability, but they mount the TV very 
close to the wall. A tilting mount gives you more control 



over the angle of the screen, so you can avoid window 
glare, for example. Most versatile is a full-motion mount. It 
will let you turn your HDTV to face you, and possibly even 
swing it out so you can watch TV from an adjacent room.

3D content 
can also be viewed from any angle with this eyewear. 

• A passive 3D TV polarizes the odd lines of the onscreen 
image a certain way so you see them only through one lens 
of the eyewear. Likewise, your other eye will see only the 
even lines through the other lens. Because the picture each 
eye sees is slightly different, your brain combines the two 
images and interprets it as 3D. 



Active Shutter 3D TVs 

• HDTVs that support active shutter 3D technology transmit 
a signal to a receiver built into a compatible pair of 3D 
glasses. The active shutter eyewear synchronizes to that sig- 
nal to alternately block images from reaching your left and 
right eye at a fast rate. At the same time, the active shutter 
3D TV displays left and right images one after another (this 
is known as shuttering). This tricks your eyes into seeing the 
two separate images as a single, 3D picture. 

• If you need to purchase compatible eyewear for an active 
shutter 3D TV, expect to pay more than you would for pas- 
sive polarized eyewear. Because they have built-in receiv- 
ers, they can range in price from $40 to $1 99.

For the best all-around streaming 
experience, an Ethernet cable con- 
nection is unbeatable. Real-world 
network speeds of up to 60 to 
80Mbps or better result in smooth, 
fast video and audio streaming with 
no interruptions or stuttering. Your 
Internet-enabled TV will connect to 
the Web quickly, and Web TV apps 
will download in no time. Of course, 
to take advantage of that speed, your 
TV, receiver, or disc player would 
have to provide an Ethernet port. 



Wi-Fi For Convenience 

While wired Ethernet is fast, it's not 
always convenient. Your components 
may lack network ports or you may 
not have wired Ethernet available 
where your home theater is set up, 
which means you'll need to string 
network cables all over the place. 
Enter Wi-Fi: Near your network's 
wireless router or access point, the 
newest iterations of Wi-Fi can deliver 
real-world speeds of around 40 to 
1 00Mbps, plenty fast enough for a 
smooth media-streaming experience. 



Powerline Networking 

Powerline networking can offer the best 
of both worlds: Adapters plugged into 
wall outlets let you use your home's 
electrical wiring as your network, de- 
livering speeds as fast as 85Mbps or 
better. You also have two options to 
network your home theater: First, you 
can connect an adapter directly to your 
components, as if the adapter were an 
Ethernet jack. Or, you can connect a 
wireless router or access point to the 
adapter to support your home theater 
devices with built-in Wi-Fi.

Set Up Smart TV Apps 

Smart home theater devices — such as TVs, A/V receivers, and Blu-ray players — come with on-screen apps that let you tap into 
online services including Pandora, YouTube, and Hulu Plus. Here's what you should know in order to make the connection.

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Lay The Groundwork 

If you haven't yet bought a smart device, ask a store asso- 
ciate about specific model capabilities. For example, some 
older devices might offer only a limited selection of YouTube 
videos or be unable to display photos in Facebook posts. 
Speaking of Facebook (and services such as Netflix and 
Amazon Instant Video), you'll need to have an existing ac- 
count set up before you can use that app on your TV. 

For smooth video streaming from the Internet, a smart 
home theater device requires a fast link to a broadband 
connection. In other words, you'll need to connect it to 
your home network router with Ethernet cable, powerline 
adapters, or Wi-Fi N or AC (not Wi-Fi G, B, or A). 



Enjoy Web Content On The Big Screen 

To help your TV or other smart HT device establish com- 
munication with your network and the Internet, you may 
need to adjust the device's network settings using its remote. 
If you're setting up a Wi-Fi link to your smart device, you'll 
probably have to enter your network's passphrase. Restart 
your router, modem, and smart device once or twice to help 
them recognize each other. Once your smart device detects 
a connection to the Web, it may begin to update its firm- 
ware. Let it do so, and then restart it. Finally, launch an app 
on your TV using the smart device's remote. If it gives you a 
short code to enter on a certain Web page, you'll need to do 
that via a computer. After a few minutes (and perhaps an- 
other smart device restart) the app should begin to work. 
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Turn Off Those Built-in TV Speakers 

The Best In Audio 

Your TV's speakers may let you follow along with a show's plot, but they're really not adept at reproducing the full range of sound 
in your favorite movies and TV shows. To experience the richest, clearest sound, pair your TV with a home theater audio system. 




Home Theater In A Box 

Nearly everything you need for sur- 
round sound comes in this package, 
so you don't need to search for 
compatible components beyond a 
cable or two. HTiBs typically in- 
clude an A/V receiver, which routes 
audio to the speakers and lets you 
decide which device's video ap- 
pears on your TV. You'll also get 
surround-sound speakers in a 5.1 - or 
7.1 -channel configuration. Some 
HTiBs also include a Blu-ray player 
and/or an MP3 player dock. 



Buy Parts Individually 

This option lets you choose your 
own audio components instead of 
buying them in kit form as an HTiB. 
For example, you might select an 
A/V receiver that includes smart 
capabilities and other desirable fea- 
tures, and then pair it with a set of 
speakers from a different manufac- 
turer — something HTiBs don't allow 
you to do. Likewise, you might want 
to buy a set of floorstanding speakers 
for a fuller, richer sound than an 
HTiB's satellites can deliver. 



Sound Bars 

Sound bars give you a simple way 
to enhance your HT audio setup. 
Place one directly above or below 
your HDTV, and it will simulate 
full surround sound without a 
large number of audio compo- 
nents. Many sound bars come with 
a subwoofer to give the bass in 
your favorite movies extra power 
and realism. The compact size of 
a sound bar complements smaller 
rooms; many can be mounted on a 
wall to save even more space.

Photos On Your TV 

We've all snapped a ton of digital photos, but we don't tend to look at them very often. And when we do, it's usually on the 
small screen of a computer or phone. Why not put those photos on the big screen for the whole family to enjoy? 




Cable It In 

If your camera came with 
an HDMI adapter cable, 
you may be able to plug 
it directly into your TV or 
A/V receiver to show off 
its photos. 

You can also use an 
HDMI cable to connect 
your TV to your com- 
puter, which offers a 
variety of ways to display 
your images. 



Get Carded 

If your TV, receiver, 
Blu-ray player, or other 
HT device has a memory 
card slot, such as for your 
camera's SD card, it might 
be able to play a slide- 
show of the JPEG or other 
image (and video) files 
stored on the card. If your 
camera uses a tiny card 
format such as microSD, 
you may need to use an 
inexpensive adapter.

Wireless A/V Choices 

Your home theater has naturally become the center of entertainment in your household. That said, it's not always easy to run 
cabling from device A to device B. And what about those times when you want to expand the fun into other rooms? 




Unleash Your Video 

A wireless video (and audio) system 
lets you play content on one device, 
but watch (and hear) it on another. 
It's cable-free, so it will be easy to 
link devices that would be hard to 
wire together. A pair of wireless 
HD adapters can send high-res con- 
tent from a video source, such as a 
Blu-ray player, to multiple TVs or a 
ceiling-mounted digital projector. 
Likewise, a laptop with Intel Wireless 
Display technology can transmit HD 
content to your TV using an adapter. 



Broadcast Your Audio 

Whole-house audio means that no 
matter where you are in your home or 
yard, you can listen to the music, au- 
diobook, sportscast, or other content 
you want to hear. For example, with 
wireless audio technology, which is 
built into select HT audio components 
and other devices, you can rock your 
patio barbecue party with a compat- 
ible portable speaker. In the same 
way, some mobile devices can use 
Bluetooth to send audio to an AN re- 
ceiver or a set of headphones. 



Fire Up Your Wi-Fi 

A wireless router brings the audio 
and video content of the Internet to 
your Wi-Fi-capable HDTV, receiver, 
Blu-ray player, or game console. 
Online AV sources include movie 
streaming services (buy an 802.1 1 n 
router for HD support), Internet radio 
stations, and video sharing sites. A 
router also connects your networked 
devices to each other, so you can 
stream video from your computer 
to your TV, or audio from a shared 
storage drive to your AN receiver. 
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Power Accessories With Green Technology 

Energy Savers 

Home theater equipment, like many electronic devices, often continues to sip power even when it's turned off. By adding power 
accessories with energy-saving technology to your setup, you can cut off electricity to these "energy vampires" and save money. 




Stop An Electrical Money Leak 

If your home theater is nickel-and-diming your electric 
bill even when you're not watching anything, it's time 
to replace your power accessory with an energy-saving 
model. Turn off an HT device, and a "green" power strip 
will make sure that it doesn't continue to siphon electricity 
from your wall outlet. Some power-saving units automati- 
cally detect when you turn off a primary device. For ex- 
ample, when you shut down your HDTV, the power strip 
will then shut off power to all of the other devices plugged 
into it, such as your BD player, A/V receiver, and game 
console. Also, some units can tell you on a display how 
much energy each device uses, such as in wattage. Certain 
models even have outlets you can turn on or off by remote. 



Green Power Accessory Options 

Many energy-conserving power strips also provide your elec- 
tronic components with surge protection. These come with a 
rating, such as 1,100 joules, which tells you how big a power 
spike or surge each model can absorb while keeping excess 
energy from reaching your home theater devices (the higher 
the number, the better). Some surge suppressors can also 
protect data, TV, or phone cables, too. Bear in mind that you 
should replace your surge protector every few years or after 
any power spike that triggers its protection mechanism. 

Some energy-saving devices are power conditioners. Besides 
shutting off power drainage, these ensure that electrical noise 
doesn't degrade your home theater's audio and video. 
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Plug Your Devices Into Your 

HT Sound System 

Depending on the capabilities of your home theater's A/V receiver — the heart of your audio system — you may have entertain- 
ment options you haven't even considered. Read on to learn how some A/V receivers are built to offer versatile media options. 




Docks 

Lots of A/V receivers sup- 
port docks, which are 
recharging cradles with 
advanced connections 
for certain MP3 players. 
Not only can a dock feed 
your player's music to 
your HT sound system, 
but perhaps also your 
video and photos to your 
HDTV. A dock may come 
with a receiver or be sold 
separately. 



Online Media 

If your sound system's 
receiver supports Ethernet 
cable or wireless net- 
working, perhaps with 
an optional adapter, you 
may be able to take it on- 
line. Many A/V receivers 
support Internet radio 
stations, streaming video 
services, and more. That 
means a bountiful variety 
of music, movies, and 
other entertainment. 



A Smart Remote 

Some receivers allow 
you to turn your smart- 
phone or tablet into a 
universal remote that 
can control most or all 
of your home theater's 
functions, including 
volume, sound input, 
and more. The receiver 
manufacturer may offer 
an app you can down- 
load and install on your 
smartphone or tablet. 



Other Devices 

If your tablet, phone, MP3 
player, portable game 
system or other gadget has 
a headphone jack, you 
can channel its audio into 
your home theater's sound 
system. Simply plug it into 
one of the receiver's in- 
puts, such as an auxiliary 
port, with a 3.5mm stereo 
audio cable. Some re- 
ceivers also allow wireless 
hookups via Bluetooth.

What do speaker system numbers 
such as 5.1 and 7.1 mean? 

These numbers describe the number of speakers (channels) the system 
supports. The ".1" part indicates one subwoofer, while the "5" or "7" 
represents the even number of satellite speakers plus the single center 
channel unit. 



How are surround-sound systems sold? 

You can buy an A/V receiver and speakers separately, or you can pur- 
chase them in a kit called an HTiB (home theater in a box). 



Are there audio options that take up less space? 

Yes. A soundbar simulates surround sound using a number of speakers 
in a horizontal unit. It will fit above or below your HDTV, and you can 
mount it on a wall. Many soundbars also come with subwoofers.

Camera Displays 

The invention of the camera display — that little video monitor on the back of your camera — is one of the most welcome innova- 
tions in all of digital photography. There are various types to choose from, and each delivers useful and unique benefits. 



GITAL IMAGI 




LCD & LED 

Two of the most common 
types of displays are LCD 
(liquid-crystal display) and 
OLED (organic light-emit- 
ting diode); the former is the 
more common of the two. 
OLEDs offer better black 
levels and contrast as well 
as a better viewing angle. 
They also tend to add cost 
to a camera, so cameras 
with LCDs are usually less 
expensive. 



Touchscreen 

These days touchscreens 
are common on many 
devices and some digital 
cameras are no exception. 
Touchscreens can eliminate 
the need for navigational 
buttons on the back of a 
camera, thus allowing the 
display itself to be larger. 
Some cameras even en- 
able on-screen actions such 
as cropping, so you can 
quickly edit your shots.

Make The Most Of Existing Light 

Pros and advanced photographers often adjust their 
camera settings manually when good lighting is scarce. 
They use slower shutter speeds to give their cameras time 
to gather more ambient light, and tripods to avoid motion 
while the shutter is open. To capture fast action without 
blurring, they use higher ISO settings. 

That said, most of us rely on our camera's automatic set- 
tings, so it's not out of bounds to say that buying a good 
camera is your primary step toward shooting better low- 
light images. You'll want to look for an upscale model with 
a high-quality image sensor, smart automatic settings, and 
optical image stabilization. 



Flash Photography Benefits 

The more light illuminating your subject, the quicker your 
camera will be able to gather the light necessary for a 
photo with little or no visual noise (graininess). Autofocus 
will also work better with more light. Some cameras' fill 
flash settings produce great images without washing out 
the subject or darkening the surroundings. Others can 
benefit from an electronic flash accessory, one with a fast 
recycle time for quicker follow-up shots. If the flash is too 
harsh, you can dial down its intensity or attach a diffuser 
accessory to it. You might also bounce the light off a pho- 
tographic reflector or use a mounted lamp in a softbox. 
Flashes use more energy, of course, so remember to bring 
along a few extra batteries in case you need them.

Capacity 

• A person who takes hundreds of shots at one time, such 
as a family shutterbug or a photo enthusiast, is more apt 
to need a large capacity memory card (4GB or more) 
than someone who only takes a few photos. 

• Videos require more memory card capacity than images, 
but how much footage you can record varies widely due 
to a card's capacity and the quality level of your video 
(standard definition, 720p, or 1080p). 

• If your camera shoots HD video, an 8GB or 1 6GB card will 
be enough for a half hour of footage. If you choose a lower 
capacity, you may need to swap in fresh cards more often. 



Speed 

• A memory card's maximum transfer rate typically deter- 
mines how quickly your camera will be able to take an- 
other photo. A card with a faster speed is ideal for action 
shots because you won't wait as long between shots. 

• In terms of video, the sustained transfer rate of a memory 
card is more important than the maximum speed rating be- 
cause the card must constantly write video data to the card. 

• SD cards have a sustained speed rating, such as Class 2, 
Class 4, and Class 6. The number in the rating indicates the 
MBps the card is guaranteed to transfer at. A higher number 
is better, and an HD camera requires at least Class 4.

When you're shopping for a digital camera, don't believe that more megapixels equals greater quality photos. It's a myth that a 
camera with a high number of megapixels, such as 14MP, automatically takes better pictures than one with 12MP, 5MP, and so on. 
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The Megapixel Count 
Isn't Important 

A camera with more megapixels 
means you can take photos with 
higher resolutions and technically 
clearer detail. This is useful if you 
plan to enlarge your shots into 
posters. And yet, a high megapixel 
rating doesn't necessarily mean 
that a camera takes better-looking 
photos. Instead, great photos de- 
pend on the quality of the cam- 
era's lenses and the image sensor 
behind them. 



It's Image Sensor Size 
That Matters Most 

With all else being equal, a camera 
with a physically larger image sensor — 
also called a CMOS (complementary 
metal-oxide semiconductor) or CCD 
(charge-coupled device) — is likely to 
capture images of higher quality. More 
physical space allows the image sen- 
sor's photoreceptor sites to be bigger, 
so each can receive more light. A MP 
rating only indicates the approximate 
number of photoreceptors on an image 
sensor, not their physical size. 



How To Find A Better 
Image Sensor 

Speaking very generally, a camera 
with a large-diameter lens is more 
likely to have a big image sensor and 
photoreceptors. Also look for: 

• A lack of graininess in photos of 
the sky 

• Excellent shadow details without 
"blooming" bright areas 

• A high low-light sensitivity rating, 
such as 3200 or greater ISO equiv- 
alence

Image Sensors 

Great photos depend on the quality of a camera's lens and the image sensor behind it. To help you better understand the role of 
a camera's image sensor and your options, here are some answers to common questions. 




What is an image sensor? 

Also called an image sensing element, an image sensor is a silicon chip 
that converts light into electricity, which is then converted into digital 
data. These sensors are used in digital cameras, camcorders, and mobile 
phones to create images. 



How is that digital data used in a digital camera? 

After light is converted to digital data, that data is processed within the 
camera into a digital image that's stored to internal memory or a remov- 
able memory card. 

What are CCD and CMOS image sensors? 

These are the two most common types of image sensors used in consumer 
electronics. CCD stands for charge-coupled device and CMOS stands for 
complementary metal-oxide semiconductor. Although both types convert 
light to electricity, each pixel in a CCD is devoted to only capturing light 
while a CMOS' pixels may perform additional tasks. 

Which is better: CCD or CMOS? 

Prevailing opinion is neither offers huge advantages over the other. 
Traditionally, CCDs were thought to produce better quality but consume 
more power. CMOS is considered faster and cheaper to manufacture. 

How does an "effective" pixel count differ from 
an "actual" pixel count? 

Actual is how many pixels the sensor has, though not every pixel may be 
used. Effective is how many pixels are used to capture light. Usually, a sen- 
sor's effective count is slightly less than its actual count. 

How can an image sensor's physical size 
influence image quality? 

Generally, the larger a sensor is, the more light and detail it can capture. 
Thus, two cameras may tout the same resolution, but if all else holds equal, 
the camera with the larger sensor will provide better quality.

Computer Memory 

When you're upgrading an old computer, few components deserve as much attention as memory, which is also known as RAM. With 
enough RAM, you can enjoy smooth performance in high-end games, HD video rendering, and other resource-intensive activities. 
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DDR2 vs. DDR3 

Adding RAM can improve your com- 
puter's performance if it doesn't cur- 
rently have enough. However, you 
should know that you can't just plug 
any memory stick into the mother- 
board. Motherboards are designed to 
accept specific types of RAM. DDR3 
is faster and uses less energy than 
the older DDR2, but the two types fit 
in different slots. To find out which 
type of RAM you need, consult a 
users manual for your computer or 
motherboard. 



Know Your Gigabytes 

The amount of RAM is measured 
in gigabytes, and your computing 
lifestyle determines how much you 
need. In general, you should have at 
least 3GB if you're using a recent PC 
or operating system as a multitasker, 
multimedia user, or home-office 
owner. If you're running a 64-bit edi- 
tion of Windows, you can use 4GB 
or more. High-end gamers, multi- 
media editors, and those running 
resource-taxing applications should 
start at 4GB but consider more. 



Clock Speed 

Motherboards are designed to support 
memory of a certain default frequency, 
or clock speed, such as 1,333MHz or 
1 ,600MHz. Make sure the RAM you 
buy supports your motherboard's top 
default speed. (Again, you can check 
a users manual for this information.) 
Generally, the higher the frequency, the 
better the RAM will perform. Also, most 
motherboards support dual-channel 
RAM — matching memory sticks sold 
in pairs — for better performance than 
single or mismatched RAM modules.

3G/4G & Wi-Fi 

All tablets share the ability to connect to the Internet, letting you stream audio and video; stay connected via email, chat, and social net- 
works; use Web-based productivity software; and more. How tablets connect, however, differs among models, as the following explains. 
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Get Connected 

Tablets wirelessly connect to the 
Internet using either Wi-Fi or mo- 
bile broadband access. Mobile 
broadband includes 3G and 4G 
connectivity, with the latter also 
referred to as WiMAX or LTE, 
which are specific 4G technolo- 
gies. Some tablets provide both 
Wi-Fi and mobile broadband con- 
nectivity options, meaning if a 
Wi-Fi connection isn't available, 
the tablet can still connect if a 
3G/4G signal is in range. 



Wi-Fi 101 

Tablets can access the Internet using 
an integrated antenna that acquires 
Wi-Fi signals from private or public 
hotspots such as home-based wire- 
less routers or access points in public 
locations such as cafes and airports. 
Although Wi-Fi provides faster con- 
nectivity than mobile broadband, it 
delivers less coverage area. A tablet 
based on the current Wi-Fi N protocol, 
for example, can theoretically transfer 
data at up to 450Mbps, but only 
within 300 to 600 feet of the hotspot. 



Mobile Broadband 

Tablets can connect to mobile broad- 
band via an integrated receiver or 
add-on device that acquires 3G/4G 
cellular signals, such as a USB-based 
modem or mobile Wi-Fi hotspot de- 
vice. Speeds max at 1 .4Mbps for 3G 
(Web surfing and emailing) and 6Mbps 
and 12Mbps (high-end video streams) 
for 4G. Currently, 3G coverage spans 
nationwide, while 4G is mostly limited 
to major urban areas. To get mobile 
broadband access, you'll need a data 
plan contract with a cellular provider.
